Investigation  continues 


Walt  Marlowe,  ASBYU  Social  Vice 
President  came  under  fire  again  yesterday 
when  student  Mac  Haddow  made  public 
another  allegedly  “unconstitutional” 
party  held  by  the  Social  Office  and  payed 
for  by  ASBYU  Funds. 

Earlier  this  week,  Haddow  .filed  a 
complaint  to  the  Supreme  Court  claiming 
that  Marlowe  had  planned  another  party 
at  Christmas  time,  charging  $225.94  to 
ASBYU  Funds.  Marlowe  claimed 
ignorance  of  the  by-law  which  prohibits 
the  use  of  such  funds  for  office  parties. 

The  second  party,  held  on  Oct.  12, 
charged  $31.05  to  ASBYU  Funds.  The 
occasion,  according  to  Haddow,  was  a 
celebration  of  Marlowe’s  birthday.  “It 
was  a surprise  arranged  by  my  staff,”  said 
Marlowe.  “I  knew  absolutely  nothing 
about  it.” 


“If  it  takes  another  $30  I’ll  pay  for  this 
one  too,”  said  Marlowe  who  consented  to 
write  a check  from  his  own  funds  to 
cover  the  Christmas  Party.  “I  will  not 
continue  to  write  out  personal  checks  to 
appease  Mac  Haddow,”  he  said.  “I  don’t 
believe  the  student  body  feels  the  way  he 
does.” 

The  Social  Office,  which  has  no  fund 
for  parties,  often  charges  expenses,  such 
as  concerts,  to  ASBYU  funds  and  then 
returns  the  amount  when  the  event  has 
been  payed  for,  according  to  Marlowe, 
“That’s  the  way  we  do  it  all  the  time,”  he 
said. 

Haddow,  who  claims  to  have  gotten 
“the  run-around”  from  Marlowe,  said  “I 
should  have  the  right  to  go  into  any  one 
of  those  offices  and  get  some  straight 
answers  about  what  they  are  doing.”

Five  years  as  a POW 
Rowe  recounts  today 


Major  James  Nicholas  Rowe,  who  spent 
five  years  as  a prisoner  of  the  Viet  Cong, 
will  speak  today  at  1 1 a.m.  in  the  Joseph 
Smithh  Auditorium.  The  public  is  invited. 

Captured  during  a military  operation  in 
October  of  1963,  Rowe  escaped  on  New 
Years  Eve  in  1968.  The  details  of  his 
capture,  experiences  while  in  captivity, 
his  numerous  attempts  at  escape  and  his 
final  success  in  regaining  freedom  are 
recounted  in  his  book  “Five  Years  to 
Freedom.”  Available  in  the  BYU  Library, 
the  book  is  condensed  in  the  January 
issue  of  Reader’s  Digest.

In  a thirty-six  minute  time  period' 
internationally  famous  groups  will 
present  to  the  Forum  assembly  the 
performances  they’ve  been  giving  the 
world  for  years. 

The  Ballroom  Dance  Team, 
International  Folk  Dancers,  College 
Edition,  Young  Ambassadors,  A Capella 
Choir  and  Sounds  of  Freedom  will  gather 
at  10  a.m.  today  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
to  entertain  the  student  body. 

Most  of  the  groups  have  performed 
extensively  in  Europe  and  the  Orient. 

John  Schubeck  of  WABC-TV  in  New 
York  commented  in  a broadcast  when 
when  one  of  the  groups  was  performing 
in  the  East  “There’s  always  a special  kind 
of  excitement  when  an  out-of-town  group 
travels  to  Broadway  to  compete,  and  the 
dancers  from  BYU  an  feel  justly  proud  of 
competing.  They  wind  up  with  a 
smashing  finale  that  even  Moiseyev  would 
find  interesting  to  watch.” 


Rowe  managed  to  escape  while  being 
transferred  to  a new  location  by  the  Viet 
Cong.  United  States  Forces  were  moving 
into  the  area  where  he  was  detained. 
During  the  transfer,  Rowe  heard  the 
sound  of  Helicopters,  escaped  from  his 
guard  and  flagged  down  the  helicopter 
with  a mosquito  net.  Troops  inside  the 
copter,  who  thought  him  to  be  a Viet 
Cong  swooped  down  to  take  him 
prisoner.  They  recognized  his  beard  and 
snatched  the  five-year  captive  into  the 
copter. 

MAJOR  ROWE  is  currently  assigned  to 
the  Office  of  the  Adjutant  General, 
Department  of  the  Army,  the  Pentagon. 

A native  of  McAllen,  Texas,  Rowe 
attended  the  U.S.  Military  Academy.  In 
the  Army  Language  School,  Presidio  of 
Monterey,  California,  he  studied 
Mandarin  Chinese  from  August  of  1961 
until  June  of  1962. 

From  the  Army  Language  School,  he 
was  assigned  to  Fort  Bragg,  North 
Carolina.  In  July  of  1963  he  moved  with 
his  unit  to  Vietnam  and  became  an 
advisor  to  South  Vietnamese  in  the  Delta 
area.  After  his  escape  ftom  the  Viet  Cong 
he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was 
admitted  as  a patient  at  Brooke  General 
Hospital,  Fort  Sam  Houston,  Texas.  He 
was  later  assigned  to  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma. 

ROWE  was  the  third  recipient  of  the 
“American  Patriots  Award”  from  the 
Freedoms  Foundation  at  Valley  Forge. 
The  two  previous  recipients  of  the  award 
were  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  and 
Joseph  Brunton  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America. 

His  military  decorations  include  the 
Silver  Star,  the  Bronze  Star  with  one  oak 
leaf  cluster,  and  the  Purple  Heart,  with 
one  oak  leaf  cluster.

World-famous  concert  pianist 
Ruth  Laredo  will  perform  Friday 
at  8 p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall,  replacing  Christoph 
Eschenbach,  formerly  scheduled 
for  the  evening  performance. 

Eschenbach,  the  young  German 
pianist  billed  as  “the  New 
Schnabel,”  contracted  ptomaine 
poisoning  while  on  tour  in  the 
Canary  Islands  and  has  been 
hospitalized  there. 

Mrs.  Laredo  has  performed 
extensively  in  Europe  and 
America.  Her  Friday  performance 
will  be  third  in  a series  of  nine 
lyceums,  co-sponsored  by  BYU 
music  and  the  Community 
Concert  Association. 

The  wife  of  violinist  Jaime 
Laredo,  she  has  often  performed 
in  joint  concert  with  her  husband. 
Two  such  concerts  are  scheduled 
this  week  in  Chicago  and  Green 
Bay. 

Mrs.  Laredo  is  known  for  her 
performances  with  the 
Philadelphia,  Boston,  Detroit  and 
American  symphonies.  She  has 
also  been  recognized  for  her  many 


albums,  the  best-known  of  which 
is  the  complete  piano  sonatas  of 
Scriabin. 

Billed  by  the  New  York  Times 
as  a “magnificent  performer,” 
Mrs.  Laredo  has  achieved 
outstanding  critical  acclaim.  Of 
her,  the  Musical  America  Hi-Fi 
Magazine  wrote,  “virtuosity  is 
literally  breathtaking  . . . nothing 
but  perfection.”

“It  was  ambiguous  before,  but 
now  is  quite  clear,”  said  Carolyn 
Dunbar.  “But  it  doesn’t  seem  at 
all  demanding.”  Doug  Nielson 
views  it  as  being  “a  protection 
rather  than  a restriction.” 

Harris  Plainer  feels  that  it’s 
worded  in  such  a way  that  insures 
one’s  free  agency,  the  language 
being  “gracious,  not  coercive.” 

Only  three  students  were 
impressed  by  the  fact  the  code 
now  covers  employees  and 
.faculty.  “It’s  only  fair  that 
standards  apply  to  faculty  too,” 
said  Steven  Bunting.  ‘‘They 
haven’t  been  watched  before  so 
often  ignored  what  we  had  to 
respect.” 

Eric  Johnson  also  noticed 
previous  unfairness:  “I’m  aware  of 
several  BYU  employees  that  don’t 
live  Church  standards,  much  less 
the  BYU  ethical  code.” 

“It’s  only  right  that  it  should 
apply  to  everybody,”  added 
Victor  Ishoy,  doctorial  candidate 
and  Southern  Utah  Stage  College 
faculty  member. 


Two  new  facilities  have  recently 
opened  to  augment  the  tools 
available  to  the  church  teacher  on 
campus.

Teachers  will  have  to  pay  for 
materials  but  use  of  the 
equipment  is  free.  The  teacher 
will  be  able  to  make  overhead 
transparencies,  slides,  charts  and 
graphs. 


These  two  new  areas  join  the 
existing  facilities.  Books,  church 
periodicals  and  other  printed 
matter  is  available  in  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Library. 

Films,  projectors  and  other 
equipment  can  also  be  obtained 
from  Educational  Media  Services 
in  the  Harold  R.  Clark  Bldg.

The  Uncandidate

The  influence  of  the  counter  culture 
has  had  a profound  effect  upon  almost 
every  facet  of  the  society.  Whereas 
winning  and  the  protestant  ethic  were 
the  driving  force  behind  successful  men 
(and  advertisements),  the  emphasis 
today  has  shifted  so  that  the  goal  is  to 
play  up  failure  and  shortcomings.  Today 
it’s  less  important  to  show  what  you  are 
than  it  is  to  show  what  you  are  not. 

Prime  examples  of  the.  extent  to 
which  this  philosophy  has  prevailed  may 
be  found  in  the  mirror  of  society— the 
advertising  community.  Three 
productions  of  Madison  Avenue  come 
immediately  to  mind.  Several  years  ago 
Robert  Townsend  and  Avis  rode  the 
crest  of  a “We’re  only  second  best  (No. 
2)”  campaign  from  corporate 
mediocrity  to  financial  success  in  a 
short  two  years.  Only  last  night  I saw  a 
leading  mouthwash  go  contraryto  the 
industry  norm  of  promises  of  sexual 
prowess  and  social  acceptability.  The 
mouthwash  (Blisterine,  as  we  knew  it  at 
home),  uses  testimonial  to  illustrate  that 
“it  tastes  lousy”.  It  is  obviously  hoped 
that  the  viewer  will  infer  that,  as  castor 
oil,  anything  that  tastes  that  bad  must 
be  good. 

The  most  effective  utilization  of  this 
strategy  has  been  the  7-Up  campaign 
extolling  the  virtues  of  the  “Un-cola”. 
The  success  of  this  approach  is 
un-deniable. 

Never  a group  to  be  accused  of 
following  behind  public  fads  (very  far), 
the  politicians  have  begun  to  adopt  this 
tactic  to  gain  the  goal  most  dear  to  all 


self-respecting  politicians,  electoial 
victory. 

Since  George  McGovern  broke  so 
drastically  with  his  fellow 
‘uncandidates’  by  unabashedly 
admitting  his  candidacy  for  the 
Democratic  Presidential  nomination, 
nine  other  politicians  have  played  the 
uncandidate  game.  As  of  this  writing, 
only  'two  have  been  able  to  correctly 
guage  the  public  susceptibility  to  the 
uncandidate  appeal.  (Obviously  Muskie, 
Chisholm,  Lindsay,  Humphrey,  Jackson, 
Hartke  and  McCarthy  drink  Coke). 

Wilbur  Mills  (an  unlikely  candidate 
for  swinger  of  the  year)  and  Teddy 
Kennedy  are  apparently  the  only  men 
astute  enough  to  play  the  game  to  the 
hilt.  Of  the  two,  Kennedy  has  enjoyed 
the  greatest  success. 

While  the  ernstwhile  frontrunner, 
Maine’s  Muskie,  has  steadily  lost  ground 
to  both  Kennedy  and  Nixon  by  beating 
the  traditional  trail,  the  recent  gallop 
poll  show^  that  Kennedy  produces  more 
excitement  with  periodic  denials  of  his 
candidacy. 

Figures  indicate  that,  if  the  present 
trend  continues,  Kennedy  will  not  only 
receive  the  Democratic  nomination,  but 
a ticket  to  the  White  House.  The  silent 
majority,  (which  we  are  told  is  all 
important  to  today’s  candidates)  clearly 
finds  silence  to  be  golden  and  is 
therefore  mistaking  Kennedy  for  one  of 
its  own.

Coach  Fred  Davis  and  his 
wrestling  stalwarts  face  their 
toughest  test  of  the  season  as  they 
go  up  against  Oregon  State 
tonight  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse.

“I  really  feel  that  these  two 
meets  will  be  our  biggest  dual 
meets  of  the  year”,  coach  Davis 
said.

WAC  adopts  freshman  rule 


The  Western  Athletic 
Conference  became  the  first  band 
of  schools  in  the  nation  to  adopt 
the  new  NCAA  freshman 
participation  rule.  A voice  poll  of 
the  WAC  president’s  council  was 
unanimously  in  favor  of  the  new 
legislation  which  allows  freshmen 
athletes  to  participate  in  all 
varsity  sports,  including  football 
and  basketball. 

No  plans  have  been  established 
as  to  the  exact  measures  the  WAC 
will  take  using  the  frosh  rule.  The 
conference’s  athletic  directors  will 
meet  in  February  and  likely 
review  the  situation  at  that  time, 
according  to  the  director  of 
athletics  at  BYU,  Stan  Watts. 

Watts  voiced  displeasure  at  the 
NCAA  ruling,  feeling  it  will  tend 
to  exploit  the  freshmen  athletes  in 
order  to  save  money.  “An 
incoming  freshman  won’t  have 
sufficient  time  to  adjust 


academically,  and  I.  don’t  think 
we  will  win  any  championships 
with  freshman  athletes,”  Watts 
said. 

Watts  further  pointed  out  that 
if  the  WAC  elects  to  do  away  with 
freshman  programs,  the  result  will 
be  junior  varsity  teams  with 
basically  the  same  expenses. 

The  freshman  eligibility  might 
also  tend  to  discourage  the 
newcoming  athlete.  According  to 
Watts,  “Our  biggest  factor  in 
recruiting  is  ‘Can  I play  at  BYU.’ 
This  way  a kid  might  come  out  of 
high  school  as  a star  and  become 
the  fourth  forward.” 

The  big  gainers  from  the  new 
legislation  appears  to  be  the  small 
colleges,  especially  those  with 
limited  budgets. 

Watts  pointed  out  that  BYU’s 
position  on  the  new  issue  will 
depend  entirely  on  what  the 
league  decides.

Provo  and  Ogden  Temples 

First  dedicated  in  Utah  in  79 years 


The  new  Provo  and  Ogden 
temples,  the  first  to  be  completed 
and  dedicated  in  Utah  for  79 
years,  after  construction  permit 
accommodation  of  about  the 
same  number  of  individuals  in  a 
day’s  time  as  the  largest  temples. 

The  new  edifices  are  greatly 
needed.  A 1966  Church  study 
showed  that  over  50  per  cent  of 
temple  ordinance  work 
Churchwide  was  done  in  the  three 
temples  in  Logan,  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  Manti. 

S ome  thought  was  given  to 
remodeling  the  Logan  and  Manti 
temples  to  accommodate  a larger 
number  of  people,  but,  because 
this  would  involve  major 
revamping,  it  was  finally  decided 
that  a Provo  and  Ogden  temple  in 
Utah  would  serve  to  relieve  the 
tremendous  pressures  on  the  Salt 


Lake,  Logan  and  Manti  temples. 

In  planning  stages  the  First 
Presidency  determined  that 
though  the  temples  must 
accommodate  large  numbers  of 
people  the  costs  had  to  be  kept  at 
appropriately  reasonable  amounts. 
The  proposed  buildings  were  not 
to  be  as  large  or  expensive  as 
those  in  Oakland  and  Los  Angeles, 
but  they  were  to  be  sufficiently 
large,  not  to  be  like  the  smaller 
temples  of  limited  capacity  found 
in  New  Zealand,  Switzerland,  and 
England. 

The  two  new  Utah  temples  are 
actually  being  built  at  a cost  of 
just  over  $4  million  each,  about 
what  the  Salt  Lake  Temple 
construction  cost  years  ago. 
Estimates  indicate  that  it  would 
cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $12 


million  today  to  build  a structure 
like  the  Los  Angeles  Temple. 

The  efficiency  of  the  new 
buildings  was  the  major  concern, 
and  not  the  appearance  of  the 
exterior.  Because  of  the  unique 
“elongated  elipse”  design,  the  top 
floor  houses  six  ordinance  rooms 
and  the  Celestial  Room,  making 
possible  the  continuous 
accommodation  of  those  going 
through  the  temples.  Each  of  these 
ordinance  rooms  will  seat  80 
persons,  and  sessions  will  begin  at 
regular  intervals,  or  when  a room 
is  filled  to  insure  a minimal 
waiting  period. 

The  First  Presidency  waS  so 
impressed  with  the  original  plan 
that  they  determined  that  both 
temples  should  be  built  from  the 
same  interior  plans.

Provo  Temple  marks  valley  skyline 


The  Provo  Temple  has  become, 
perhaps,  the  most  significant 
addition  to  the  Utah  Valley 
skyline  since  the  mountains 
provided  the  impetus  for  the  term 
‘valley’. 

Floating  in  a curtain  of  light, 
the  new  temple  of  the  LDS 
Church  is  visible  from  points 
covering  the  entire  valley  from  as 
far  as  Mount  Nebo  to  Point  of  the 
Mountain. 

A veritable  light  house,  the 
white-walled  facility  stands  out 
with  its  gold  spire,  a suitable 
diadem  against  the  rock 
protruding  mountains  in  which  it 
is  set. 

This  temple  is  the  17th  temple 
constructed  by  The  Church  since 
its  conception  in  1830,  and  will 
serve  a temple  district  covering  all 
of  the  stakes  in  Utah  and  Wasatch 
Counties. 

At  a cost  of  some  $4.1  million 
dollars,  the  facility  is  situated  on  a 
seventeen-acre  site  at  the  mouth 
of  Rock  Canyon  overlooking 
BYU,  Provo  and  Orem,  at  the  foot 
of  the  Wasatch  Mountains. 

Under  the  direction  for  the  first 
Presidency,  Fred  A.  Baker  of  the 
church  building  committee 
assigned  Church  architect  Emil  B. 
Fetzer  to  draw  up  plans  for  the 
new  temple  and  its  twin  in  Ogden. 

The  plans  suggested  - the  new 
buildings  in  Ogden  and  Provo  be 
extremely  workable  temples 
which  would  not  have  the  ornate 
magnificence  of  the  Salt  Lake

Temple,  and  other  representative 
temples,  but  would  be  a simple 
design  which  would  hold 
practicality  as  the  key  to  their 
function. 

The  basic  plans  call  for  a 
four-story  structure,  with  three 
stories  above  ground  and  one 
below.  On  the  subsurface  level  are 
the  baptismal  font,  mechanical 
equipment,  boiler  room,  laundry, 
kitchen,  dining  area,  lockers  for 
workers  and  storage  space. 

The  main  floor,  which  measures 
200  feet  by  1 80  feet,  contains  the 
foyer  and  lobby,  administrative 
and  clerical  offices,  men’s  locker 
rooms,  women’s  locker  rooms, 
brides’  rooms,  grooms’  instruction 
rooms,  and  waiting  rooms. 

The  second  floor  will 
accommodate  a chapel  and 
thirteen  sealing  rooms,  while  the 
top  floor  houses  six  ordinance 
rooms  and  the  Celestial  Room. 
Escalators  run  between  the  three 
upper  floors. 

The  major  colorations  of  the 
exterior  are  the  extreme  contrast 
between  plain  white  walls  set  with 
gold  mirror  directional  glass, 
which  will  allow  sight  outward 
but  not  inward,  and  the  single 
imposing  spire  done  also  in  gold

fiberglass.  The  exterior  is  striking 
in  either  sunlight  or  in  night  light. 

The  interior  is  in  harmony  with 
the  exterior  in  that  it  is  simple 
also.  One  visitor  described  it  as 
“beautiful— simply.”  Most  of  the 
color  in  the  temple  is  provided  by 
the  carpeting  which  ranges  from 
blue,  red  to  an  amber  tinted 
yellow  in  the  upper  floor’s 
Celestial  Room. 

The  walls  are  void  of  murals 
which  characterize  the  other 
temples. 

Architect  Fetzer  commented 
that  the  upper  floors  are  unique  in 
design.  The  idea  comes  from  what 
he  called  a Danish  elipse.  It 
features  are  an  elongated  elipse 
with  a conidor  running  the  full 
circumference  of  the  floor.

Temple  to  open  to  BYU  in  March 


A “new  house  of  learning”  will 
begin  functioning  in  March  1972 
to  join  BYU  in  the  instruction  of 
students  in  spiritual  things. 

“I  like  to  call  the  temple  a new 
house  of  learning,”  said  Harold 
Glen  Clark,  president  of  the 
Temple,  “We  have  BYU’s  great 
facility  for  spiritual  and  secular 
knowledge,  and  now  the  temple 
and  its  spiritual  education,” 

The  wish  of  the  presidency  of 
the  temple  and  stake  presidencies 
is  that  this  new  “House  of  God” 
be  attended  by  all  BYU  students 
who  hold  recommends,  at  least 
once  a week,  and  President  Clark 
says  they  echo  the  First 
Presidencies  wishes  as  well. 

“However,”  said  Clark,  “while 
the  Brethren  want  students  to 
attend  all  they  can,  it  should  be 


remembered  that  education  is  the 
first  concern.  The  temple  is  a 
house  of  learning,  but  the  time  for 
education  is  now.” 

Temple  workers  will  not  be 
called  from  among  the  general 
student  body  because  a normal 
shift  lasts  from  five  to  six  hours 
daily,  which  would  place  extreme 
difficulties  on  students  and 
studying.  There  are  very  few 
openings  available  for  such  things 
as  security  which  entail  four  hour 
shifts,  Clark  said. 

“We  hope  that  the  some  8,000 
returned  missionaries  and  their 
spouses  will  contribute  to  the 
temple  by  attendance  as  they 
can,”  he  added. 

Each  stake  on  campus  will  be 
given  a temple  night  during  the 
week  with  the  idea  of  members  of 


that  stake  attending  at  that  time, 
however,  students  may  attend 
sessions  individually  as  his  time 
will  allow. 

The  temple  times  for  ordinance 
work  are  scheduled  between  6 to 
10  a.m.  and  4 to  7:15  p.m.,  which 
will  accommodate  the  two  hour 
sessions  starting  every  20  minutes 
easily  before  or  after  class  work 
during  a day. 

President  Clark  emphasized  that 
the  temple  was  not  “speeded  up.” 
That  only  the  waiting  time  during 
and  between  sessions  would  be 
reduced,  thus  affectuating  a 
shorter  elapsed  time  per  session. 

The  BYU  stakes  will  comprise 
some  33  per  cent  of  the  temple 
district  along  with  Utah  Valley 
stakes  from  Lehi  to  Santaquin, 
and  the  Wasatch  Stake  in  Heber 
City.
